U. S. Grand Jury Returns 125 
True Bills, 99 in “Tony Fer- 
‘racane’’ Conspiracy,

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 24. 


—The Federal grand jury late to- 
day returned approximately 125 
true bills of which 99 concerned 


One liquor conspiracy case, involv- 
ing persons living in Indianapolis, | 
Chicago, Louisville and St. Louis. 
The names of most of the indicted 
persons are withheld pending their 
arrest. The case is known as the 
“Tony Ferrancane conbpiracy.” 

Seventy-one indictments were 
against South Bend residents on a 
result of recent liquor raids. 

Among those indicted in the 
“Ferracane conspiracy,” disclosed 
after several weeks of investigation 
by Louis Weems, prohibition agent, 
is Harry Lee, Negro politician. Fer- 
racane, who lives here, has not 
been arrested. The conspiracy took 
its name from Ferracane as @ re- 
sult of a Nquor ring which orig- 
inally centered around him and 
gradually spread until it reached 
from Chicago to St. Louls, embrac- 
ing Indianapolis and Louisville, 
Weems said. According to the in- 
vestigator, many thousands of gal- 
lons of liquor have been hauled be- 
tween these cities in recent months. 
Thirteen defendants in the In- 
dianapolis division pleaded guilty 
when arraigned before Judge Balt- 
zell. They were named in indict- 
ments returned last Friday and all 
were sentenced to terms of impris- 
onment ranging from 45 days to 
two years.

400,000 LOSS IN 
STOVE WORKS FIRE 
AT BELLEVILLE 


Baker Plant, Which Cov- 
ered Most of Two Blocks 
and Employed 150 Men, 
Destroyed.

F iremen Aided in Fight by

The Baker Stove Works in 
Belleville were destroyed last night, 
by a fire which was discovered at 
5:45 p. m., and which the Belle- 
ville Fire Department, aided by 
companies from East St, Louis, 
Scott Field and Mascoutah, was 
unable to overcome. Insurance 
men estimated the loss as exceed- 
ing $400,000. 

The stove plant, which employed 
about 150 persons, had been run- 
ning three or four days a week re- 
cently, and was not in operation 
yesterday. It extended along 
Freeburg avenue, in the southern 
manufacturing district of Belle- 
ville, for most of two blocks, and 
ran back aie half-block toward 
Abend street. The buildings were 
one story to three stories in height, 
and were of brick, except the foun- 
dry house, of corrugated iron con- 
struction. The floors and parti- 
tions were of wood, and many 
wooden molds and models’ were 
scattered about. 

When the fire {was discovered 
near the north end of the plant, it 
had a good headway. Three hours 
later with all available fire appara- 
tus in use, the office building, stor- 
age room, foundry department, 
cupola department and stove and 
range mounting departments were 
in flames, and the gas range de- 
partment was burning, with doubt 
whether much of it could be saved. 

Otto Fink, a Belleville fireman, 
was injured by debris which struck 
him when the range mounting 
building fell in. He was taken to 
St. Elizabeth’s Hospital. 

Several thousand spectators 
gathered, the fire being visible for 
miles, 

George Baker, head of the man- 
ufacturing company, would make 
no estimate of the loss, and said 
he could not say whether the plant 
would be rebuilt. No explanation 
of the cause of the fire has becn 
given.

1200 CHINESE KILLED OR 
HURT IN SHANGHAI BATTLES 


Factional Fighting Occurred When 
Nationalist Authorities Disarmed 
Thirty-First Army. 

By the Associated Prese. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—The, 
State Department was informed to- 
day by the consulate at Shanghai 
that 1200 Chinese soldiers had been 
killed or wounded in _ factional 
fighting which occurred in the vi- 
cinity of the city on Sept. 20 and 
21, when the nationalist authorities 
disarmed the Thirty-first Army as 
untrustworthy.

SPEAKS AT CLOSING 
OF NATIONAL SHOW 


Interference by Broadcast- 


ers to Be Reduced Greatly 
in Next Few Months, He 
Predicts. 


There are now traffic cops of the 
air as well as those of the street 
and their functions are very much 
alike, said Henry A. Bellows of 
Washington, D. C., Commissioner 
of the Fifth District for the *"Fed- 
eral Radio Commission in an ad- 
dress on “The Radio Law and Its 
Value to the Listening Public” at 
the closing of the National Radio 
Show in the Coli@eum, last night. 

Bellows’ address, delivered in 
the Crystal Studio, was broadcast 
by Station KSD (the Post-Dis- 
patch). 

“As we see it, the work of the 
Federal Radio Commission is very 
much like that of the traffic de- 
partment of a great city,” he said. 
“Tf the business and pleasure of a 
city are to be carried on, its 
streams of traffic must be directed 
so as to keep interference at a 
minimum. But the traffic depart: 
ment must do more than this: It 
must make plans for the future 
and try to foresee what the traffic 
needs are going to be. 

Rules for Directing Traffic. 
“This is what the Radio Com- 
It has es- 
tablished rules for directing the 
traffic of the air, and it has or- 
ganized a police force to see that 
these rules are oObeyed.. As inter- 
ference develops and, of course, it 
will develop with colder weather, 
We are all ready to take care of it 
through a weeding out process 
which is akin to the law of survival 
of the fittest in nature. 

“Let us say, for instance, that a 
station here in St. Louis is being 
interfered with by another station 
at some more or less distant point. 
Obviously, this situation is bad for 
both stations. Accordingly, the 
commission will invite both to come 
before it and tell what they are 
doing to serve the public. The one 
which is rendering the more valua- 
ble service will get a clear wave. 
The other station probably will find 
itself on a much Iess_ desirable 
frequency or perhaps with its pow- 
er cut or with a very small allow- 
ance of time. 

Clearing Up Interference, 

“Apply this process to 50 or 60 
of the available broadcasting chan- 
nels,”” the speaker continued, “and 
you can readily see how the com-| 
mission expects to clear up what- 
ever interference remains. Of 
course, a good many broadcasting 
stations will not like it, but we do 
not feel that the broadcaster is as 
important as the public. 

“We cannot promise absolute 
freedom from interference; but we 
can and do promise that the next 
few months are going to see a 
very great reduction in the amount 
of conflict between statons.” 

Bellows said it was not the Com- 
mission’s policy to dictate as to 
what sort of programs should be 
put on the air, but that broadcast- 
ing stations which render the best 
public service would be those to re- 
ceive high power, favorable wave 
lengths and full time allowances. 
The commission, he said, believes 
that the public rules radio and that 
service to the public is the only 
guide the Government can safely 
follow. 

Foresee Radio as Necessity. 

“We are preparing for the time,” 
the speaker added, “when radio 
will be a necessity instead of a 
luxury. This time will come only 
as the result of constantly im- 
proving service and it is for the 
public to say what this service 
Shall be. We believe the time is 
not far

It is not the question of broad- 
casting stations interfering with 
each other which is to be the 
main issue. That has been fairly 
well solved by the labors of the 
Federal Radio Commission, ap- 
pointed at the last session of the 
national lawmakers. The com- 
plaint of listeners now largely 
concerns what is broadcast, or 
frankly stated, the bald advertising 
and sales talks—not any different 
from that of the canvasser who 
may call at your door with a pat- 
ent mop to sell. 

At the outset it should be stat- 
ed there is not the slightest ob- 
jection, on the part of the vast 
majority of listeners, to the an- 
nouncement that the program is 
sponsored or provided by an indi- 
vidual or a corporation which has 
something to sell. In the last two 
years almost all of the finest mu- 
sic, or other entertainment, has 
been provided by wealthy corpora- 
tions which have modestly done 
liftle more than give occasionally 
their names and lines of business. 
The only purpose of the an- 
nouncement has been to indirectly 
acquire public good will. 


Enter the Advertisers. 


Whe possibilities of a radio 
broadcasting station, however, have 
been too great for some firms to 
resist. At great expense appara- 
tus has been installed, licenses ac- 
quired, and the radio made to 


serve the purpose of sales argu- 


ments. 

There is. one powerful station 
in the Middle West, for instance, 
which tells listeners—if any—of 
the fine quality of the coffee it 
sells, the supreme flavor of its 
hams, the durability of its over- 
alls and the excellence of every- 
thing else it has in stock. 

Other stations sell® most of 
their time to anyone who wants 
to buy it for merehandising argu- 
ments. But here comes the main 
point. The higher the quality of

“The question of the suggested 
tax for stations engaged in direct 
advertising brings up a further 
thought. Radio broadcasting is 
growing to such an extent and in 
importance that the day may 
soon arrive when this means of 
communication might be consid- 
ered a public utility and sub- 
jected to the scrutiny of local, if 
not national, public utility com- 
missions. 

Public Utility Rules 

“Inquiries of witnesses before 
the commission at different public 
hearings develop the fact that the 
cost per hour to operators of 
broadcasting stations for the tal- 
ent employed, or the amount paid 
by concerns to broadcast opera- 
tors to develop their public good 
will, varies considerably in differ- 
ent localities, and some might 
think i* would be desirable to so 
regulate these matters as to have 
a uniform practice in various lo- 
calities, hut at present there seems 
to be no properly constituted body 
to do this. 

“In certain localities public 
utility bodies fix the rates for 
power, light, transportation, etc., 
and some foreign countries already 
apply the same principles to prices 
that may be paid for the use of 
radio broadcasting stations, and I 
simply advance the idea at this 
time to the present representative 
bodies so they may give some 
thought to the subject when it 
does arrive, and for such associa- 
tions to recommend what commis- 
sion or body should undertake to 
r vlate such matters. On ac- 
count of the very nature of radio 
broadcasting, ft could hardly : be

should be charged with this duty. 

“Such a scale of fixed prices

My point is that 
small companies cannct, or at 
least, do not see the advantages 
of indirect advertising, there- 
fore, stations that are selling 
im> for their entire support are 
not rendering any pubiic serv- 
ice.

Cotton dropped $7.50 a bale as the result of a sma!! 
panic in trading centers when a bulletin prepared by 
a Government clerk in the Bureau of Agricultura!

This bulletin, broad- 
cast to the cotton markets, caused tremendous loss, 
estimated at $80,000,000, te the crop’s market value.

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TAXATION IN MISSOURL 

From the St. Joseph News-Press. 

HE Associated Industries of Missouri 

has just completed a survey of the va- 
rious kinds of taxes, licenses, fees and other 
official assessments levied in the State, ani 
has learned that there are 152 different 
ways in which the citizen contributes to- 
ward defraying the cost of government. It 


is probably the first survey of its kind ever 
made in Missouri. Comprising 74 pages of 
typewritten matter, the report is too vol- 
uminous for general circulation, but a di- 
gest has been prepared, and this will be 
uved in a State-wide educational campaign 
with a view to securing relief through leg- 
islative action. 

Bills to be presented in the next assem- 
bly, sponsored by the association, will pro- 
vide for the budgetary system, and for the 
consolidation of many boards, ovureaus and 
commissions into a limited number of 
major departments. In the iast session 
similar tills were defeated by smali ma- 
jorities, presumably because the ideas were 
new to most legislators, and because the 
taxpayers had not been aroused to the need 
of the contemplated reforms. 

The number of forms in which tribute 
is levied upon the taxpayer, says the report, 
is amazing. “And if the costs paid by each 
citizen could be noted on one tax bill, there 
would be a unanimous demand for an eco 
nomical and businesslike system of g,overn- 
ment,” 

“In many cases,” reads the report, “the 
taxpayer must pay three -imes for the same 
purpose to three different units of govern- 
ment—state, county and city—and some of 
these duplications of taxes are assessed ani 
collected also by the Federal government.

These laws were 
frequently enforced against delin- 
quents and it is recorded that at 
Dublin in 1579 one Denis Wogan 
was fined £10 and jaileg for a 
week because he kicked. off at a 
local football game. Despite. the 
laws, however, many games were 
played every year and an old rec- 
ord says that “thanks to the sturdy 
apprentices, the streets of London 
were fulle of footeballes.”

GRAND CANYON PARTY 
TO REPORT BY RADIO 


Army Sets Up Temporary Sta- 
tion to Keep in Touch 
With Expedition. 


A temporary radio station of the 
United States Army at Shinumo 
f/litar on the edge of the Painted 
Desert, will attempt to maintain 
daily communication with the joint 
Army-Pathe Expedition through 
the Grand Canyon of the Colorado, 
which was scheduled to leave Lee’s 
Ferry Sept. 15. 

The rush of the Colorado River 
the 
Grand Canyon is as treacherous to- 
day as it was for the early expedi- 
tion 50 years ago, and the present 
group of cameramen, scientists and 
army radio experts will encounter 
the same dangers. By means of 
portable radio equipment they will 
attempt to keep in constant touch 
with the temporary station erected 
for their safety at the lip of the 
canyon more than a mile above 
their heads. 

Daily reports of the expedition’s 
progress, with details of any acci- 
dent encountered, will be sent from 
the powerful station at Shinumo 
Altar to Fort Douglas at Salt Lake

casting from a chain of stations at 
Los Angeles, San Francisco, Port- 
land, Seattle and Denver.

Officials hope 
to maintain radio communication 
without interruption throughout 
the trip from the time the expedi- 
tion leaves Green Hiver. Utah, untii 
its arrival at Needles, Cal., some 
time in November. 

Regulation army equipment will 
b3 used for the radio base, brought 
in from the railroad by motor 
truck and mute train. 

A standard radio receiver will 
pick up the regular speech broad- 
cast from the radio base, but the 
group below will transmit in the 
dots and dashes of wireless teleg- 
raphy. At the end of each day’s 


trip they will set up both receiver 
and transmitter and establish com- 
munication with the army station | 


for the regular daily two-way re- 
ports.

She runs a snake 

farm near here and 

every year, by way 

of setting St. Pat- 

rick’s work to naught, she exports hun- 

dreds of reptiles, all nonpoisonous, to 

the Emerald Isle and a dozen other 

countries, where they are used to help 
keep down rodents. 

Whether or not St. Patrick had any- 
thing to do with it, as legend says he 
did, there aréao native snakes in Ire- 
land and there have been none for a 
very long time, if, indeed, there ever 
were any. There are none in Scotland, 
either. As a consequence, rats, mice, 
gophers, moles and other such pests 
multiply at an appalling rate. They 
have now become so numerous and de- 
structive that farmers have realized 
that snakes are better to have around, 
after all. 


Accordingly, they have appealed to 
this young Kansas woman whose spe- 
Cialty is taking care of just such sit- 
uations. For 15 years she has han- 
dled snakes and shipped them by the 
thousand not only to Ireland, but also 
to France, Germany, Carada, Mexico 
and a number of other lands. Even 
countries that have a lot of snakes of 
their own buy Mrs. Laird’s stock be- 
cause hers are especially proficient as 
rodent hunters. 


RS. LAIRD, however, does not 
UV ecrore all her time to snake 

raising. It is just one branch 
of her farming business. On her 160- 
acre tract she has cows, chickens and 
pigs. She alse puts much of the land 
into crops. She has found, though, 


that snakes are the most profitable of 
all. 


It was from a very small beginning 
that Mrs. Laird became a snake 
dealer of international scope. A 
concrete silo provides a storehouse for 
the reptiles, and she has had as many 
as 2000 in it at once. Generally, the 
number on hand is about 600. Only 
the nonpolisonous varieties are kept to- 
gether. In the silo are bullsnakes, 
blackesnakes, adders, garter snakes, 
coach whips, blueracers and others. 
Rattlesnakes are kept separate, as they 
do not get along well with other varie- 
ties, especially blacksnakes. They fight 
to the death. 

The different varieties of nonpoison- 
ous reptiles live together peacefully in 
the silo. In cold weather they pile to- 
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gether so much that Mrs. Laird 
has to separate them. If she 
left them alone the pile would 
grow perhaps six feet high and 
the bottom members of the 
colony would be either crushed 
by the weight or suffocated. 

A few times, when she has 
neglected to feed them, some 
of the larger snakes have made 
meals of the smaller ones. She 
has gone into the silo and dis- 
covered great bulges in the rip- 
pling body of one of her pets, 
which proved to her that two of 
her charges had become one— 
and not in the orthodox way, 
either. 

She has no fear of the 
snakes. Coiling and twisting, 
beautifully colored bodies all 
around her, she pays them no 
attention, unless they get in her 
way, when she kicks them to 
one side, but not so hard as to 
hurt them. She is proud of her 
follection, and several of the 
are particular pets, which she 
not sell. 

It was not always that she handled 
snakes so carelessly. As a little girl, 


snakes

‘she had an instinctive dread of snakes. 


But a neighbor, whose house she visit- 
ed often, had a collection of animals, 
among which were a few snakes. The 
serpents fascinated her. She _ spent 
long hours watching them. The beauty 
of their bodies appealed to the little 
girl. She saw the neighbor handle the 
snakes and lost her own dread of 
them. Under his tutelage she soon be- 
came courageous enough to pick 
them up. 

As she grew older she began collect- 
ing a few snakes herself. All her 
friends knew that she highly prized a 
new snake, so when they ran across 
one, instead of killing it, they brought 
it to her. Gradually, she began selling 
& few to persons who needed them to 
aid in killing rodents. 


ISS IDA LAIRD, sister-in-law 
Me Mrs. Laird, is her aid and al- 
most her partner in the busi- 
ness. Ida never had a natural dread 
of snakes, however. She is younger 
and as a little girl was always around 
with Mrs. Laird. As long as she can 
remember, snakes were an every-day 
thing with her, to which she paid no 
more attention than to a chicken. As 
a little girl, she played with snakes as 
easily as other little girls played 
with dolls. Lem Laird, to whom 
Stella was married a _ short 
time ago, also is her as- 
sistant in the snake 
business.

a second glance. That 
is, when she knows 
that it is Around.

The harmless va- 
riet‘es of reptiles 
should never be 
killed, Mrs. Laird 
says. But she ad- 
vocates no fooling 
with copperheads, 
rattlers and other 
poisonous species. 
unless you are in the 
business, she advocates. 

Mrs. Laird has never harmed the 
sirakes which she found living on her 
place. Accordingly, they multipiled 
until there were more than the farm 
really needed. The extras were caught 
and put in the silo. Farmers in the 
vicinity came to her and obtained a 
few to put on their farms. Other 
farmers, who did not like to have them 
around, caught them alive and brought 
them over to be placed in the silo. 
From a small beginning like this, 15 
years ago, her snake business has now 
grown so large that she is unable to 
fill all her orders for snakes. 

The snakes do not require much 
attention. Practically all 
the care they need is feeding. 
All the small boys in the 

vicinity are 

hired to catch 

rats, mice and 

gophers, which 

are fed to the 

snakes. Braver 

spirits among 

the lads are 

paid to go hunt- 

ing for snakes.

snakes, either of the same or different 
kinds, shipped together. All her ship- 
ments are made by express, as the 
United States mail does not carry 
snakes. The shipments need neither 
food nor water en route, as the snakes 
can go for a long time without eating 
or drinking. 

Mrs. Laird studies her snakes in- 
tensively. She says she has found 
them to be among the cleanest of ani- 
mals, but she has reached the conclu- 
sion that they are practically brain- 
less. Nearly all their actions are the 
results of instincts. However, after 
much labor, she trained three bull- 
snakes and one adder to come to the 
door of the silo at her whistle. 

She never attempts to scare anyone 
with snakes. She knows how deep- 
rooted is the fear of creeping things 
harbored in all mankind. Serious re- 
sults might occur if an excessively 
nervous person were confronted sud- 
denly with a snake. 

Mrs. Laird has not confined herself 
entirely to snakes. In a row of cages 
she has prairie dogs, ground squirrels, 
skunks, badgers and three coyotes. She 
keeps these for the convenience of her 
customers, who may desire some other 
type of animal, in addition to snakes. 

The skunks are the tamest of these 
animals. One, named Kitty, comes at 
her call. The prairie dags are tame, 
but are apt to bite without provocation. 
She has been unable to tame either the 
badgers or coyotes. | 


RS. LAIRD’S silo proves an in- 
[M eerestin place to visitors. Hun- 

dreds visit it yearly. But few 
care to venture into it, among its hiss- 
ing, writhing occupants. None of the 
snakes ever has escaped from it, so far 
as she knows. The cement sides of the 
silo are smooth. They provide no rough 
spots, where the snake could crawl up 
and outside. 

“This farm is the safest place 
to be if you are scared of snakes,”’
